Mexico City —Wwith asilevionn arms 
and ammunition flowing into Mexigo 
to be used agatnst the revolutionists 
under Adolfe de la Huerta; the gov- 
ernment now has negotiations under 
way with the United States to obtain 
four war cruisers for ah attack on 

_ Vera Cruz, the rebel. headquarters. 

It was indicated the negotiations 
were supplementary ‘to the recently 
announced agreement™of the United 
States to supply the*federals with 
arms to put: down the revolt. 

The first shipments’ of arms has 
been received and ate being rushed 
to the western. front, 

The first shipment, inchided 10,000 
rifles and ammunition, field artillery, 
hand grenades, gas shells, machine 
guns and bombing planes. 

They are being concentrated around 
Guadalajara: for the decisive battle 
expected there between the federais 
and the rebel forces under General 
Estrada. Andther, federal force is 
moving against Vera Cruz from the | 
interior. 


El Paso,—The first night fight ever 
attempted by Mexican aviators was 
successfully completed in the Jalisco 
sector. Rebel lines in many sections 
of the Jalisco front were demoralized 
by the aviators’ sudden night attack 
‘with bombs... 

According . to travelers who ar- 
rived here from Mexico City, Presi- 
dent Obregon is traveling through 
the rebel zones on a train that in- 
cludes an armored car mounted with 
machine guns manned by Yaqui In- 
dian soldiers. 

The president's train was seen at 
Irapuato by travelers en route to 
Jarez. ' 

A federal “flivver brigade” looms as 
the potential nemesis of the rebels in 
the Jalisco sector, Two hundred 
Mexico City jitney busses have’ been 
moved to’ Irapuato to be used as a 
“flying squadron” in aiding ‘the fed- 
eral government in its movement of 
troops, which has been hampered con- 
siderably by damage done to railroads 
by the revolutionists. 

In numerous instances, the rebels 
have torn up tracks; burned. bridges, 
‘and ‘ruined eqttipment faster: than. it 
can be. replaced by the government, 
thereby greatly hampering the trans- 

, portation of troops and munitions. 
The “flivver. brigade” will be used 
. both for pursuit and transportation 
purposes and it is expected to play 
an‘ important .part in the battle of 
Guadalajara, which is imminent. Gen- 
eral Estrada, rebel commander at 
Guadalajara, is said to have among 
his command two American aviators, 
four American made planes and two 
, German planes. More than a dozen 
planes are to be used by Obregon in 
his impending attack on Estrada's 
position. 

Gen. Fortunato Maycotte, operating 
» in Oaxaca, has offered to surrender 
to Obregon providing. General Calles 
will withdraw as presidential candi- 
date. He also wishes to act as’ medid- 
tor between the Obregon government 
and revolutionists in Vera Cruz. 


,Mexico City—American arms and 
ammunition will suppress the Mexi- 
can revolution, officials of the Obre- 
gon government predict. The news 
from Washington that the United 
States has agreed to supply war ma- 
terial to the federal government has 
been received in government circles 
with jubilation. 

For several days there have been 
rumors that the United States would 
‘provide some kind of support to Obre- 
gon, but despite this the definite news 
of ‘Washington's decision came as a 
surprise,
